monsters that are not typically part of the ecological niche of their habitat. 


In addition to their formidable control over the forest, its inhabitants, and some monsters, 
Leshen Druids also have the ability to shape-shift, granting them a versatility that makes 
them all the more deadly. They can assume the guise of a harmless old man, luring 
unsuspecting prey into a false sense of security before revealing their true form. They can 
also transform into a tree branch, seamlessly blending into the surrounding forest and 
allowing them to observe their prey from a distance. Another tactic is transforming into a 
flock of birds that swoop down on their victims, pecking and scratching with deadly 
precision. These shape-shifting abilities make them incredibly difficult to track and even 
harder to defeat. 


It is believed that due to their immense power, Leshen Druids have the ability to travel 
between different spheres with ease, much like common Ancient Leshens. However, the 


knowledge of this supposedly multiversal abilities remains a mistery. 


Leshen Druids in history
